NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 24 th August 1963 

S.O. 2443 .—In pursuance of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the 
Delimitation Commission Act, 1962, an Order made by the 
Delimitation Commission in respect of the determination of numbers 
under clause (b) of section 8 of the said Act is hereby published : 

Order No. 2 

In pursuance of clause (b) of section 8 of the Delimitation 
Commission Act, 1962, we hereby determine, on the basis 
of the latest census figures and having regard to the provisions 
of articles 170 and 3352 of the Constitution, the number of 
seats to be assigned in the Legislative Assembly of each State and 
the number of seats, if any, to be reserved for the scheduled castes 
and for the scheduled tribes of the State. 

Clause (1) of article 170 of the Constitution fixes the maximum 
limit of 500 and the minimum limit of 60 for the number of mem¬ 
bers to be chosen by direct election from territorial constituencies 
in a State. Section 8 of the Delimitation Commission Act imposes 
another condition which is that the total number of seats assigned 
to the Legislative Assembly of a State shall be an integral multiple 
of the number of seats in the House of the People allocated to that 
State. 

We have by our Order No. 1 determined the number of seats 
to be allotted in the House of the People to each of the States. If 
the existing integral multiples are retained, the total number of 
seats to be assigned to the several Legislative Assemblies, will be 
as shown in the following table in which the States are listed in 
descending order of population.

We notice that while, broadly speaking, the multiple increases 
as the population of the State decreases, this principle has not been 
uniformly followed. We have considered the desirability of 
changing the multiple in the case of some of the States but finally 
come to the conclusion that it is preferable to retain the existing 
multiple in all States except Madras. The Legislative Assembly 
of this State has at present 206 elective seats. Considering thaf 
its quota in the House of the People will for the future be reduced 
by two we think it proper to raise its multiple from 5 to 6 and to 
assign 234 seats to its Legislative Assembly. The total number of 
seats to be assigned to the Legislative Assembly of each of the 
other States will be as shown in the above table. 

Next, as regards the number of seats to be reserved in each Legis¬ 
lative Assembly for the scheduled castes and for the scheduled tribes 
of the State, we have to bear in mind the provisions of article 332 
of the Constitution which read as follows:— 

"(1) Seats shall be reserved for the Scheduled Castes and the 
Scheduled Tribes, except the Scheduled Tribes in the 
tribal areas of Assam, in the Legislative Assembly of 
every State. 

(2) Seats shall be reserved also for the autonomous districts 

in the Legislative Assembly of the State of Assam. 

(3) The number of seats reserved for the Scheduled Castes 

or the Scheduled Tribes in the Legislative Assembly of 
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any State under clause (1) shall bear, as nearly as may 
be, the same proportion to the total number of seats in 
the Assembly as the population of the Scheduled Castes 
in the State or of the Scheduled Tribes in the State or 
part of the State, as the case may be, in respect of 
which seats are so reserved, bears to the total popula¬ 
tion of the State. 

(4) The number of seats reserved for an autonomous dis¬ 

trict in the Legislative Assembly of the State of Assam 
shall bear to the total number of seats in that Assembly 
a proportion not less than the population of the dis¬ 
trict bears to the total population of the State. 

(5) The constituencies for the seats reserved for any autono¬ 

mous district of Assam shall not comprise any area 
outside that district except in the case of the consti¬ 
tuency comprising the cantonment and municipality 
of Shillong. 

(6) No person who is not a member of a Scheduled Tribe of 

any autonomous district of the State of Assam shall be 
eligible for election to the Legislative Assembly of the 
State from any constituency of that district except from 
the constituency comprising the cantonment and 
municipality of Shillong/'
